To Winterize Their Driving Habits 


“Your driving habits must be 
winterized along with your ca r'" 
Hamlin area motorists were given 
this warning this week b> E. C . 
McFadden of Dallas, president of 
the Texas Safety Association, as 
he launched the safe w inter driv­ 
ing program of the Texas Safety 
Association. 
"The w inter season with 
Its 
rain, sleet, snow- and ice has al­ 
ways increased traffic hazards." 
McFadden said. 
“But the driver’s 
knowledge of how to drive in win­ 
ter can mean the difference be­ 
tween a low or a high traffic toll," 
M cFadden pointed out that in 
addition to winterizing his car, a 
driver should heed these recom­ 
mendations made by the N ation­ 
al Safety Council’s committee on 
winter driving 
hazards: 
Accept 
your responsibility. 
Adapt your 
driving to road conditions. 
Slip­ 
pery streets call for skilled han­ 
dling of the car. 
Use good tires 
and use reinforced tire chains on 
snow and ice. 
They cut stopping 
distances by about half, and in­ 
crease 
traction 
four 
to 
seven 
times. 
Always follow other ve­ 
hicles at a safe distance. 
Keep your windshield and win­ 
dow’s clear. 
Clean snow and ice 
off your windshield and other win­ 
dows on the side and back of your 
car. 
Be 
sure your windshield 
wipers, heater and defroster arr 
working properly. 
Get the “feel of the road.” Try 


your 
brakes 
occasionally 
while 
driving slowly and 
away 
from 
t rafiic. 
Pum p your brakes with a fast 
up-and-down motion to slow down 
or stop. Jam m ing on your brakes 
is almost certain to lock your 
wheels and throw your car into a 
skid. 
Drivers of new cars with auto­ 
matic transm issions, power brakes 
and power steering were given a 
special word of caution. 
“In such cars,” McFadden said, 
"the accelerator is the control. 
Steering and braking should be 
done smoothly and w ith care, and 
the driver should ease up on the 
gas pedal at the slightest sign of 
a skid.” 
M cFadden advised m otorists to 
practice smooth driving the year 
round if they hope to have the 
habit of driving smoothly when 
the roads are slippery with arow 
or ice. 
“A good slogan for motorists 
this m onth," he said, “would be. 
‘To survive, winterize before you 
drive’.”

Shown in Fanners’ Income Returns

ald declares: 


If you file your return on the 
accrual 
method, 
any refund of 
the federal exci e tax on gasoline 
to vchcih \ou are entitled must be 
accrued in the taxable year the 
asok ne is used 
Such 
accrued 
r. fund m ay then be deducted from 
»ur t 
i rn es for gasoline, thus 
Increasing your deductible busi­ 
es expenses. 
If you prefer you 
may include the accrued refund 
n gross income and deduct the 
full amount of jour expenses for 
soline. 
If you file jour return on the 
c.tsh method, you may handle your 
moline tax refunds in either of 
two way*. 
One method Is to de­ 
duct the entire purchase price of 
jour g; 
'line in the taxable year 
paid and include the entire amount 
of the gasoline tax refund in git,ss 
income in the taxable year It is 
received.

1,00}) West from 
Highway 83 to 
T-P Camp Slated 


Good portions of the 
way for two small highway proj­ 
ects in the Hamlin section, north 
and west of Hamlin, had been se­ 
cured early this week, according 
to Fisher County officials, where 
the road building is scheduled for 
the next several months. 
Designated by the Texas High­ 
way Commission as some extra 
projects, In addition to already- 
in-the-mill routes, the two high­ 
way projects would give the north­ 
ern and western sections of Fish­ 
er County, which are actually in 
the Hamlin trade territory, some 
much needed roads. 
They would 
he especially appreciated during 
wet spells when some sections of 
the present routes become almost 
impassable. 
The first project would be about 
IO miles of farm-to-market type 
paved highway extending from 
Highway 83. five miles north of 
Hamlin, west by the Y-6 Ranch 
to tho Texas Pacific Coal A Oil 
Company camp and gas plant, 
then south to Highway 92. 
Second project Is an eight-mile 
link between the Celotex Corpora­ 
tion plant, southwest of Hamlin, 
west to Royston. 
This likewise 
would provide a needed farm-to- 
market road making a circuitous 
route from Hamlin to Royston. 
In connection with the latter 
project, however, a number of 
citizens of Hamlin and those living 
directly west of Hamlin have pre 
pared a petition to the highway 
commission asking that the route 
be changed to go west from the 
Carlton Blacksmith Shop, by the 
Hamlin Country Club and General 
Crude Oil Company camp to Roy­ 
ston. 
This petition will be pre­ 
sented soon to the commission et 
Austin. 
Money for these two projects

this warning this week by E . C. 
McFadden of Dallas, president of 
the Texas Safety Association, as 
he launched the safe winter driv­ 
ing program of the Texas Safety 
Association.

rain, sleet, snow and ice has al­ 
ways increased traffic hazards," 
McFadden said. 
"But the driver’s 
knowledge of how to drive In w in­ 
ter can mean the difference be­ 
tween a low or a high traffic toll.”

Lawyers, by training, are In a 
poor position to determine basic 
policies. 
Lawyers are trained to 
win cases, whether the defendant 
or prosecutor is right or wrong. 
The very fact that there are two 
parties to each suit though, only 
one party can win, and that both 
sides are represented by attorney's 
ii definite evidence that half of 
the attorneys are wrong!

Ninety per cent of the legisla­ 
tion today is economic. This ap­ 
plies to agriculture, to manufac­ 
turing. to general business, and 
even the pensions for individuals 
There should be no gambling con 
nected with such legislation. 
A 
table for multiplication, division 
or addition allows for no compro­ 
mises. 
It is the same with poli­ 
cies: 
they are either right or 
wrong. 
They should not be set­ 
tled out of court or in cloak 
rooms. All this means htat three­ 
quarters of the senators and rep­ 
resentatives should be nationally 
recognized economists. 
And they 
should be qualified either to leg­ 
islate according to economic prin­ 
ciples or else not to legislate at 
all. 
This principle should have been 
adopted when the nation was on 
the gold standard: but now that 
we are on the political standard, 
it is imperative. 
Some claim that 
more businessmen, bankers, man­ 
ufacturers and labor leaders should 
take the place of these lawyers 
The real need, however, is for 
trained and practical economists 
and engineers who know what is 
best for the nation and have the 
courage to vote accordingly. 


problem will not be permanent, 
but will be a mere stopgap. This 
shows that courageous economists 
are needed in international affairs 
as well as in domestic affairs. 
The custom of selecting our am­ 
bassadors 
according 
to 
their 
wealth or their contributions to 
campaign funds is absolutely wick­ 
ed. Such a policy may have been 
largely' responsible for the fact 
that England and France acted 
without the knowledge of 
the 
United States or the United Na­ 
tions. 
Ambassadors 
should 
ho 
trained economists, which prob­ 
ably means career men. 
Repre­ 
sentatives to the United Nations 
should be selected according to 
their knowledge of economics and 
their experience in deciding eco­ 
nomic problems. 
Individual, national and inter­ 
national prosperity depends upon 
the recognition of the sanctity of 
contracts. 
No individual, corpor­ 
ation or nation can prosper in the 
long run without an earnest en­ 
deavor to carry out its contracts. 
This is a fundamental m atter ii 
connection with the oil companies 
using the Suez Canal. 
Further 
more, a man does no1 need legal 
training in order to recognize the 
ten commandments. 
Honesty is 
not only the best policy, but it is 
the only policy upon which a repu 
tation or a business or a nation 
can prosper and survive. No one 
nation should be allowed to inter 
fere with the international trade 
vitally affecting all nations.
